In 1681 a fellow named William Penn wrote 
the first “frame of government” for the territory 
known as Pennsylvania. 
Ever since, the people living in that territory 
have been squawking long and loud and with 
varying degrees of success over their territorial 
and state I l ame of government — the various 
constitutions. 


They complained so bitterly that they forced 
Penn to rewrite his first attem pt in 1701 and 
brought about new constitutions in 1776, 1790, 
1838 and 1873. 


Oil Nov. 5 Ballot 


The complaints have risen to a new crescen­ 
do again this year, so much so that a call for 
another convention has been put on the ballot 
for Nov. 5. 


We will find on tho ballot, above the list of 
candidates for the various offices, 
this 
ques­ 
tion: “Do you favor a constitutional convention 


lo prepare a new constitution subject to ratifi­ 
cation by a vote of the people?” 
We can vote either yes or no on the question. 
For—And Against 
A lot of important organizations and a lot of 
important people are urging a “yes” vote. And 
a lot of im portant groups and individuals are 
asking us to turn the whole thing down. 
Gov. William W. Scranton is so strongly of the 
opinion we need a new constitution that he orig­ 
inated the legislative bill putting the problem 
on the ballot and worked hard to have it passed. 
His four predecessors in the governor’s m an­ 


sion are in whole-hearted accord with him 
—Govs. Lawrence and Leader, Democrats, and 
Fine and Duff, Republicans. Senators Scott and 
Clark go along enthusiastically and both major 
political parties support the convention. So do 
the State Chamber of Commerce, the Pennsyl­ 
vania Bar Association, the American Associa­ 
tion of University Women, the League of Wom­ 
en Voters and many other civic-minded group.

Genovese and nine co-defen­ 
dants had appealed their 1959 
convictions on narcotics charges 
but had been turned down by 
the appeals court. In its action 
today, the high court directed 
the 2nd U. S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals to take another look at 
the case in light of a Supreme 
Court decision last term. 


Today’s action docs not mean 
an automatic retrial for Geno­ 
vese. Nor does it mean that he 
can now leave prison where he 
is serving a 15-year sentence. 


Justice

sources 
said that inasmuch as Geno­ 
vese still 
is considered under 
indictment, he can be held by 
federal authorities. 
His attor­ 
neys could make application for 
bail but this would be subject 
to court consideration. 


Genovese was fingered as the 
Cosa Nostra crime chief at re­ 
cent Senate hearings by under­ 
world informer Joseph Valachi. 
It was Valachi who identified 
the 65-year-old crim e figure as 
the “ boss of all bosses” in the 
Mafia-type organization. 


Genovese is now hospitalized 
at Leavenworth Penitentiary for 
high blood pressure and a heart 
condition.

TRENTON (I'Pl) — The New Jersey Supreme 
Court today ordered a new trial for an osteopath con- 
ivicted of manslaughter in the hepatitis deaths of 13 of 
his patients. 


The court ruled 5-2 that the: 
state had not proved criminal 
negligence on the part of Dr. 
Albert 
L. 
Weiner 
of 
Erlton, 
Camden 
County. 
It 
reversed 
Weiner’s conviction and 2-4 year 
prison sentence and ordered the 
Camden County Court to con­ 
duct a new trial. 


The Supreme Court majority 
said the state, which advanced 
at least four possible causes for 
the transmission of serum hepa­ 
titis by Weiner to his patients, 
“ could not prove that any one 
of those possibilities was in fact 
the culpable one.”

Fogg, en route to a Texas moth­ 
ball fleet, pitching in the rough 
weather about 150 miles east of 
Cape Fear, N. C. 


This was about 50 to 60 miles 
southwest 
of 
Ginny’s 
center 
which was located in a ll a.m. 
EST advisory from the Wash­ 
ington Weather Bureau at [at­ 
titude 34.1 north, longitude 74.2 
west, or about 115 miles south­ 
east of Cape Hatteras. 


Winds of about 80 miles an 
hour extended outward 50 miles 
in all directions from the cen­ 
ter and gale-foree winds sent 
heavy surf crashing into the 
North Carolina coast. Gale winds 
were felt as far as 250 miles 
to the north and east. 


The hurricane showed a slight 
northwestward movement which

The opposition has come up 
with a "Save Our Constitution” 
committee under ll. A. Thom­ 
son of the supervisors’ group, 
H. A. Hatfield of the Farm ers' 
Association

master of the grange. 
There is one point to note in 
this battle. Both groups agree 
that the present constitution has 
several basic and grave flaws 
that seriously hamper the state 
government 
a n d 
should 
be 
changed. 
Where they differ mostly in on 
how to make those changes. 
The “ Vote Yes” 
committee 
wants to rewrite the document 
and give us a new one, saving 
only those parts which 
have 
stood up over the years. 
Want It Amended 
The “ Save Our Constitution” 
committee says this is wrong. 
We should do it by amending the 
present document, they claim. 
There are other points of con­ 
tention, of course. 
Those on the rewrite-conven- 
tion team argue that Pennsylva­ 
nia should overhaul its judicial 
system, give us a stronger gov­ 
ernor’s office and adm inistra­ 
tion and get rid of a lot of coun­ 
ty and local offices, such as 
sheriff, prothonotary, surveyor, 
justice of the peace and local 
tax collector. 
The 
defensive 
team 
talks 
about more “home rule” instead 
of a stronger centralized govern­ 
ment and, since it includes tax 
collectors and J P ’s, maintains 
that it can prove these offices 
are essential and economical. 
Home Rule 
On the home rule bit, the 
argum ents have come full cir 
cie with those advanced in Wil­ 
liam Penn’s day. The cry for 
home rule was raised then, too. 
Under Penn’s “ fram e of gov­ 
ernm ent” and indeed until 1838 
county officers were appointed 
by the governor, not elected. Al­ 
though Penn provided for an as­ 
sembly of “ freemen” similar to 
our state legislature, that a s­ 
sembly had power only to ac­ 
cept or veto legislation; 
new 
laws had to be proposed by the 
governor or by a council ap­ 
pointed by him. And the gover­ 
nor himself had three votes in 
the assembly. 
Public Pressure 
Penn, under public pressure, 
had to give the assembly more 
powers in a new “ fram e” he 
wrote in 1701. 
This 
on 
lasted 
until 
1776 
when, with independence bloom­ 
ing all around, a committee was 
formed to draft a constitution, 
Benjamin Franklin presiding. 
Without so much as a by-your- 
leave from anyone or the sem ­ 
blance of a popular vote, F ran k ­ 
lin’s group declared the consti­ 
tution it wrote in effect, ad ­ 
journed the assembly and gave 
the governor the heave-ho. 
New Constitution 
Franklin’s constitution didn’t 
w'ork either; it was so instantly 
unpopular that many of the men 
appointed to office refused to 
serve. In 1790, when the federal 


an- 
COnstitution 
was 
adopted, 
other committee tried again 


The 
1790 
constitution 
right along with the idea of ap 
pointing both county and local 
officials, aud the squawks com ­ 
pounded 
In 1838, by vote, the 
people called for a new constitu­ 
tional convention, just as they 
are asked to do this year. A 
constitution was drafted and put 
up to popular vote. 


And what a fuss it raised. It 
provided, 
for one thing, 
that 
judges be elected instead of ap ­ 
pointed and that they serve spe­ 
cific term s instead of for life. 


Every judge in the state, al­ 
most without exception, came 
out against it, long and loud and 
bitterly. 


But they didn't prevail. The 
people accepted the new consti­ 
tution. 


One Act After Another 
This 
one, 
however, 
failed 
to rule out special legislation; 
representatives 
in 
Harrisburg 
passed one act after another 
favoring their friends and their 
friends’ corporations. 
Gov. John Geary in 1870, com ­ 
menting upon 
one 
act, 
said, 
“ I am heartily opposed to the 
creation 
of any monopoly in 
the railway system of the state 
or giving any artificial 
body 
powers which would plack it 
above and beyond the reach of 
the legislature.” 
Whereupon he vetoed a bill 
relative 
to 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Railroad. 


Gov. 
Geary 
was 
an 
old 
soldier, thrice wounded in the 
Union 
arm y, 
mayor 
of 
San 
Francisco 
a n d 
governor 
of 
Kansas before he took over in 
Pennsylvania. 
64 Amendments 
He put the screws on for an­ 
other convention and another 
constitution and again it went 
over with the people. The con­ 
stitution went into effect Jan. I, 
1874, two months after 
Geary 
had died. 
This is the constitution, al­ 
tered by 64 am endments, which 
still rules the roost in Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
But it has not lasted uncon­ 
tested. Five times the question 
of calling new conventions to re­ 
write the thing was put on the 
ballot, and five times it was de­ 
feated: In 1891, 1921, 1924, 1935, 
and 1953. 


This will be the sixth try. It 
will be the most determined of 
them all, and the most bitterly 
contested.

case would fall.” 
The court said tKe state “ was 
unable to prove precisely what 
happened’’ between Weiner and 
any of his deceased patients 
and had to attempt to rely on

On the retrial, the court said

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Gov. 
William W\ Scranton of Penn­ 
sylvania is willing to accept an 
“ honest and sincere” draft for 
the 1964 Republican presidential 
or vice presidential nomination. 
That was the position Scran­ 
ton took Sunday in a television 
interview in which he said he 
was not interested in running 
far President or vice president. 
But he said in reply to a 
question that he would accept

He added that he believed 
such a draft was a thing of the 
past, however. 
Scranton also endorsed the 
idea of debates between GOP

Changed His Mind 
The Pennsylvania 
governor, 
who said early this year that 
President Kennedy could not be 
defeated in 1964. said that he 
had changed his mind consider­ 
ably since then. 
He said the civil rights con­ 
troversy, foreign policy, econ­ 
omic issues arid handling of the 
recent railroad dispute had cost 
Kennedy popular support.
